In starting in on a study of the child labor 
problem I have been merely following out 
the suggestion made by President Roosevelt 
in his jlast annual message to congress that 
there should be a general investigation of 
this subject, not confined to state lines or to 
particular localities. I have not been iffiu- 
enced, therefore, by desire: to prosecute a 
erusade in one direction or the other. 

In summing up the results of an investiga- 
tion running from the tenements of New 
York to those of Chicago, and from the coal 
breakers of Pennsylvania and the glass 
works of Pittsburg to the tinshops of the 
Chicago stockyards, it is only necessary to 
go over those things which have struck me 
and to suggest the remedies which seem to 
be most apparent. 

In the first place, perhaps, I ought to say 
that though the evils of the labor of little 
children are manifest andterrible they are 
by no means all to be charged up to the em- 
ployer. Many, in fact a large percentage, of 
the abuses are the fault of the parents. In 
@ great many cases the children themselves 
are to blame. In somie instances traditions 
of a trade which date back for many years 
are responsible for the evil condition of the 
little children. In a surprisingly smal] num- 
ber of cases the work of the children is the 
result of a shocking disregard of. common 
humane conditions by the employers. 


Few Cases Justifiable. 

In few cases, no matter whether the fault 
of the employment be charged up to the 
parent, to the employer, to the child itself, 
or to unfavorable trade co: itions, is there 
any real justification for the employment of 
underaged, undersized, and undereducated 
children. 


‘There ig no doubt that at the present time 
the existing condition of child labor isa peril 
to our American civilization. This is true 
right here in Illinois, and in the city of Chi- 
cago, in spite of the existence of a child labor 
law which th many respects is the best in the 
country, and in the face of an honest and per- 
sistent execution of the law such as one may 

look in vain for in almost every other state. 

There was a time when the educational 
of Illinois were equal or superior 

to those of any other state. The public 
of Chicago, as of the surrounding 


“cities and states, took care of the children 


sdmirably, and it was rare to find any child 


_ who haf been in this country ten years who 


could not read and write. 
These conditions have changed, and Ili- 
pols is going down hill. There is a distinct 


gain in the illiteracy of children between the: 


ages of 10 and 14 years in this state—and the 
gain is not such as to make the people of the 
western metropolis proud of the situation. 


Chicago Children Illiterate. 

New York is at the entrance way of the 
republic; it has become the dumping ground 
for vast numbers of foreigners, old and 
young; it has a population largely in excess 
of that of Chicago. And yet the actual illit- 
eracy of the children supposed to be beyond 
the grammar school age is scarcely larger 
than it is here, and the percentage is vastly 
smaller. 

It is not comfortable to realize that accord- 
ing to the last census there were 4,044 chil- 
dren between the age of 10 and 14 years in the 
State of Tinois who could neither read nor 
writs. At the same time in the state of New 
York, with ever so much greater popula- 
tion, the illiterate children between those 
_ ees footed up only 4,740. 

Vatil recently I bad believed that these i!- 
literate children were all foreigners. I sup- 
posed—and I think most people supposed— 
that the children who apply for employment, 
‘Snd are refused because they can neither 
Wead nor write or because they are only 
‘Mightly educated, were born abroad and 

‘Same to America too late to get the 


_ WOundation of an education. This is a com- 


forting doctrine and it is more or less true 
in New York and Boston, where the tide of 


~ immigration is still rolling in, but in Chicago 


the facts are all the other way. 


Of the children who leave the public 


@thools and receive work cértificates when 


they reach the age of 14 or thereabouts, more 
than 90 per cent are destined to become 
American citizens in their own name. That 
ig to say, fully nine out of every ten of the 
partially educated children who leave school 
When half way throug the grammar grades 
&re born in this country. 


Country’s Duty to Uplift. 
They are children of foreign parents, to 
Sure, but they are officially classed as 
native born American citizens, and the coun- 
try actually owes it to itself to see that they 
shall not become a clog upon the progress of 
the community. 

There is something more in the regulation 
of child labor than the passage of laws for- 
bidding the employment of children below a 
certain age, and with a certain rudimentary 
education.

“REFORM” DEFIED 
BY CONVENTIONS. 


Quantities of Trouble Follow 
Gatherings of Both Par- 
ties in the Senatorial 
Districts. 


ELECTION BOARD IS HIT. 


Several Disturbances Break Out 
and Lawsuits by Defeated 
Candidates Are Now 
Threatened. 


When the last returns from Cook county 
senatorial conventions were received last 
night, and the profits of the campaign for 
“more nominations" had been counted up, 
it was discovered that the crusaders had 
gained one point, with three more to hope for, 
with lawsuits in prospect, a proclamation 
from the legislative voters’ league a cer- 
tainty, and trouble with the election com- 
missioners a probability. 

Two years ago George E. Cole pointed ot 
that the bosees really elected the legislature, 
and therefore owned it body and soul. He 
found that republicans and democrats work- 
ed in such complete harmony that, with a 
total of fifty-seven places to fill in the house 
of representatives, they had nominated fifty- 
nine candidates—that therefore only two of 
the nominees could fail of election unless 
they were defeated by prohibitionists, social- 
ists or independents. 


Gain One Nomination. 

This year sixty nominations have been 
made, a gain of one—count him—one. Two 
democratic conventions yet are to be held, 
being postponed until Thursday. One hae 
made one nomination but hes another to 
make, The second is a democratic district 
and may be expected to name two. There- 
fore, Mr. Cole and his crusade will gain four 
candidetes and there will be sixty-three nom- 
inations by the two big parties, as against 
hifty-nine two yearsago, There will besixty- 
three candidates from which republican and 
democratic voters are expected to fill fifty- 
seven places. Six can be defeated this time, 
even without the ald of prohibitionists, so- 
clalists, or independents. 

As these results would indicate, the con- 
vention politely asked the election commis~- 
sioners and the crusaders to chase them- 
selves. They proceded to do as they liked. 
In one convention, the Fourth democratic, 
being in the stockyards, they had a fist fight, 
and the police were called out. Disgruntled 
candidates who had delegates, according to 
the election commissioners, but who have 
nothing to show for them, are preparing pe- 
titions for writs of mandamus. 


Board May Put On More. 

The election board hints at the possibility 
of putting on candidates who were entitled 
by the returns to one of the nominations and 
the hint is accompanied by a veiled question 
as to what the politicians think they could 
do about it if the election board did turn 
itself into a consolidated senatorial conven- 
tion and in this form rectify a few | the 
senatorial sons of omission. 

There are apt to be several more names on 
the ticket before the difficulties are all over, 
but the politicians have proved themselves 
hard subjects to manage in a crusade and 
they seem to have clung to the errors of 
their ways. 


Mr. Cole Rejoices at Gain. 

As for Mr. Cole, while he is rejoicing over 
the one assured gain and the three prospec- 
tive ones, he is convinced @ conetitutional 
convention for the establishment of a new 
way of electing members of the legislature 
is about the only real and certain remedy to 
be applied to the disease. 

This likely would carry with it the aboli- 
tion of minority representation and proba- 
bly the creation of new divisions of the state 
to be known as legislative districts in dis- 
tinction from senatorial districts—the sena- 
torial] districts to elect members of the sen- 
ate and the legislative districts members of 
the lower house—three legislative districts 
to be included in one senatorial district and 
each legislative district to elect one member 
of the house of representatives. 

Until this comes Mr. Cole and his league 
are prepared to keep on stirring up the ani- 
mals, the president of that organization be- 
ing of the expressed opinion that the general 
public is like an ox team and requires a great 
deal of urging before it starts to kicking the 
wagon to pieces and knocking down the 
fences. 


Some Nurse Injured Feelings. 

Just where the most trouble is to come in 
the wake of the conventions is not easy to 
predict, but several candidates are known to 
be nursing injured feelings. Charles Espey, 
who wanted a democratic nomination in the 
First district and who did not get it, served 
notice on the convention that he wanted it 
and is preparing for court proceedings to 
secure what the convention dented him. 

Ald. Michael Kenna, presiding. over this 
convention, received Mr. Espy's communica- 
tion and courteously allowed it to be .read 
to the delegates assembled in democratic 
headquarters at 70 Washington street. Then 
the convention heaved a sigh of sorrow at 
having to do it and closed the door on the 
plaintiff, nominating Thomas J. McNally Jr., 
and giving him no running mates. 


Green Shut Out; Will Appeal. 

In the Second district, republican, Edward 
D. Green, the colored member of the last 
house, is not on the ticket, and for this rea- 
son has announced that he will appeal tothe 
election commissioners. The convention 
nominated Francis P. Brady, who wasin the 
last legislature with Mr. Green, and then 
nominated Alexander Lane. Green received 
more vYotes in the priniaries than Lane did. 
Hence the threatened difficulties. 

The statesmanship of Representative 
David Shanahan in the Ninth district, re- 
publican, triumphed over obstacles which 
threatened the peace of this section of the 
country. Joseph Piotrowski, having run sec- 
ond to Mr. Shanahan, wanted the second 
nomination. The district is democratic and 
for this reason Mr. Shanahan did not believe 
there was room enough for both on the re- 
publican ticket. 

e persuaded Mr. Piotrowski to take the 
domination for the state senate, probably 
telling him that it was more honor to bea 
senator than a mere member of the lower 
There was no republican competition 
for this nomination. Mr. Piotrowski took it. 


How Delegates Followed Orders. 
The thirteenth republican convention af- 
forded an excellent example of how the in- 
structions given the Gelegates by the elec- 
tion commissioners did not work out. E. C,

Farliest Authentic Date Placed 
by Student at 4241 B. C. 


CALENDAR WAS BEGUN THEN 


Prof. James H. Breasted Writes of 
Egyptian Researches. 


Prof. James Henry Breasted of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago., who just returned from an 
expedition to the upper Nile, has set back the 
first authentic date in the world’s history 
1,000 years. Me has satisfied himself and a 
number of his scholarly intimates that rec- 
ords were set down in Egypt in the year 4241 
B. C.. 

Recent excavations in the Nile valley by 
the University of Chicago Egyptian expedi- 
tion, of which Prof, Breasted was the head, 
are the basis for an elaborate article in the 
current issue of the Biblical World, issued 
from the university press yesterday, in which 
the noted Egyptologist attempts to fix “‘ the 
oldest date in history.’’ 

Beginning with 4241 B. C., which Prof.

Conclusions of the Scientist. 


Prof. Breasted’s opinions and proof, which 
are labeled “ The Oldest Fixed Date in His- 
tory,’’ in part are as follows: 

“Anthropological studies have long since 


mam The dates, however, operating in con- 
junction with the geologist, necessarily can- 
not be fixed, but move within the widest lim- 
its. It is of interest, therefore, to study 
briefly the state of the case from the his- 
tofical archeeologist’s point of view. 

“The Egyptians had early determined the 
length of the year as 365 days, not being 
aware of the additional quarter, or nearly a 
quarter, of a day. This convenient year they 
Givorced from the phases of the moon, and 
divided it into twelve months of thirty days 
each, with an intercalary period of five days 
at the end of the year. This, the first prac- 
tieal calendar ever evolved by an ancient 
people, remained an achievement unparal- 
leled in any other civilization. 


Traces Back Ancient Calendar. 


“Now we know from a statement in Cen- 
sorinus that some time in the period from 
140-141 to 143-144 A. D, the calendar coin- 
cided exactly with the seasons, and that in 
one of the years in-that period the rising of 
the Sothis took place on the first day of the 
calendar year. An entire revolution was 
completed at that time. 

“That revolution must have begun 1,460 
years earlier—that is: in 1320 B.C. Thenext 
earlier revolution must have begun in 2780 
B. C.—that is: at about the beginning of the 
age at which we are first able\to observe 
contemporary indications of the shift. 

‘‘Now it is impossible that this calendar 
was first introduced as late as the twenty- 
eighth century B. C., in the midst of the 
highest culture of the Old Kingdom. More- 
over, the five intercalary days at the end of 
the year; proving the use of the shifting 
year of 365 days, are mentioned in the Pyra- 
mid Texts, which are far older than the Old 
Kingdom. 

“The calendar existed, therefore, before the 
Old Kingdom, butif this is true, we must seek 
dite invention at a time when its seasons 
coincided roughly with those of nature, as 
they must have done at its introduction. This 
carries us 1,460 years back of their coinci- 
dence in the Old Kingdom; that is, the calen- 
dar wae introduced in the middie of the forty- 
third century B. C. (4241 B. C.).

NEGRO SOLDIERS RAID TOWN; 
FIRE MANY SHOTS; KILL MAN. 


Angered by Search for Woman’s At- 
tacker, They Enter Brownsville, Tex., 
and Shoot in Streets. 


Brownsville, Tex., Aug. 14.—Evidently an- 
gered because of a search made among their 
ranks in an effort to apprehend a negro who 
attacked Mrs. Leon Evans at her home here 
last evening and who she asserted was a 
negro soldier, members of a battalion of 
negro federal troops stationed at Fort Brown, 
near here, entered Brownsville today, be- 
came unruly and fired several volleys down 
Main street. Frank Natus, a barkeeper, 
was killed, and Policeman Joseph Dominge 
wounded, his arm and hand being shattered 
by a bullet. 

Twenty-three of the bullets fired entered 
the home of Louls R. Cowan, many went 
through the residence of F. E. Stark, and 
several bricks were shot from the walls of the 
Miller hotel, near a window where guests 
were sleeping. After their depredations the 
negroes returned to their garrison. 

The battalion of Fort Brown is composed of 
companies B, C, and D, Twenty-fifth infan- 
try.

| ELEPHAN T AIDS RECOVERY. 


Hindoo Thief It Mauled Confesses Rob- 
bery in India; Rest Is Easy. ‘ 


St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 4.—[Special.]—Some- 
times fortune smiles on the man behind the 
pick, but not often so kindly as she did on 
John P. O’Brien, one of the army of laborers 
engaged in the demolition of the world’s fair 
buildings. 

Between poor, but honest O’Brien, an ele- 
phant in far off India, a low caste Hindoo 
who didn’t want to die with a black secret 
in his heart, a rich Englishman, and a wal- 
let filled with jewels, $50,000 worth, there 
wouldn't seem much connection at first 
sight. But the fates had willed it so, and 
left it for O’Brien’s trusty pick to dem- 
onstrate. Now, to put the last chapter first, 
everybody is happy but the Hindoo, he being 
dead by reason of the elephant. O’Brien 
has laid aside his pick to become the servant 
of the Englishman, and the Englishman’s 
wife has $50,000 worth of jewels she mourned 
as lost. And this is how the problem is 
worked out: 


Trusted Hindoo Steals Jewels. 


P. Henry Clayton, a wealthy Englishman, 
who has large commercial interests in India, 
accompanied by his wife visited the world’s 
fair. They brought with them a Hindoo 
servant, who was known by the abbreviated 
title of Kane. 

Mrs. Clayton is the possessor of many cost- 
ly jewels. During her sojourn of several 
weeks in St. Louis she carried the more 
prized of her collection of gems inan alligator 
purse stowed away in the bottom of a trunk. 
Its location was known only to Mr. and Mrs. 
Clayton.

Statement by Judge Gibbons. 

Judge Gibbons’ statement relative to the 
proceedings in his court on Monday was as 
follows: 

“Monday forenoon I was the only judge 
of the Circuit court tn the building, and 
while finishing work left over from the pre- 
vious week, Mr. Towne, I believe is his name, 
came in and said he wanted me to hear a 
motion to transfer a case to the federal! court. 
I said I would hear his motion at 2:30 0’clock. 
In the meantime Mr. Newman’s firm called 
up my clerk to know if I was holding court 
and was answered that I was. 

“Mr. Newman came over and said he in- 
tended to file a bill, but did not mention the 
case, and asked how long I would be in 
court. He said he would not have the bill 
prepared until about 2 o'clock. I said I had 
arranged to hear a matter at 2:30 o'clock 
and would be in court until that time. 

“It was a little after 3 o'clock before the 
parties in the other case were ready, and as 
one of the parties desired time to present 
authorities, I sét the case over for 10 o'clock 
on Wednesday. In the meantime Mr. Lev'!- 
son of Newman's firm appeared with Mr. 
Eide and had a written appearance signed 
bys Johann Waage, attorney for the bank. 


Told Waage Has Authority. 

“As there was no service of summons I 
inquired by what authority Mr. Waage ap- 
peared for the bank, and being assured that 
he had full power and authority to appear 
I heard evidence as to the amount of Mr. 
Elde's claim and entered judgment thereon. 

“To show my anxiety for the poor people 
who lost their money in the bank, as soon as 
I ascertained that a receiver was to be ap- 
pointed I said I would appoint one of the best 
banks in Chicago, and to that end I sent for 
Mr. Hulbert, vice president of the Mer- 
chants’ Loan and Trust company, to con- 
sult with us as to whether his bank would 
accept the trust. 

“As it was not then convenient for it to 
do so, I mentioned the name of the State 


‘bank and the Hibernian, and these banks not 


wishing to do so, I telephoned for James H. 
Eckels, and, finding that he was not in the 
city, I appointed the Chicago Title and Trust 
company, whose standing has never been 
questioned so far as I know. 


Cites Record on Bench. 
“T have been on the bench since 1898, and 
have had before me more cases involving 
more millions than ever came before any 
other judge in America during a like period of 
time. , 

‘During all these I never appointed a 

friend or relative a receiver in any case and 
never dictated to the lawyers whom to ap- 
point, or as to what master in chancery the 
cause should be referred, so that I do not see 
why there should be any fuss made about 
this particular case until I have a chance to 
look into its merits and legal aspects. 
“If upon being further advised I find that 
the best interests of the creditors of the bank 
will be best conserved and more cheaply and 
expeditiously administered by one receiver 
than by two, whether that receiver be tha 
one appointed by Judge Brentano or by my- 
self, I will do everything in my power un- 
der the law to have them so conserved and 
administered. I feel assured that Judge 
Brentano will act in the same spirit, having 
at heart the best interests of all parties con- 
cerned. I expect the case will come up be- 
fore mein the morning.” 


Directors Meet and Adjourn. 
The directors of the bank met in the after- 
noon in the office of Archibald Cattell in 
the Fort Dearborn building. Those present 
were Elof Johnson, Joseph F. Lister, M. A. 
La Buy, and Marius Kirkeby. Attorney 
Henry 8S. Wilcox was on hand representing 
Director Frank R. Crane, who failed to put 
in an appearance. After discussing the 
proposition of repudiating Waeaage it was de- 
cided not to take a vote until all the direc- 
tors should be present. A meeting for this 
morning was therefore called. 

“* All of the directors present were in favor 
of sticking to the Fetzer receivership,”’ said 
Director Lister after the meeting.

This committee, whith is composed of rep- 
resentatives of the Polish, Italian, and Com- 
mercial Depositors’ association, will hold a 
conference with James B. Forgan, president 
of the First National bank, and a committee 
of the Clearing House association, in Mr. 
Forgan's office at noon. : 

This action was decided upon yesterday 
at a meeting of the subcommittee appointed 
Monday evening at a meeting of the Commer- 
cial Depositors’ association tn the office of O. 
T. Moses & Co. 

The committee will urge upon Mr. Forgan 
and the clearing house committee the neces- 
sity of a bank in the lecality of the wrecked 
institution and pledge the suport of the busi- 
ness men of the northwest side to a new in- 
stitution under the control of the large banks. 


Want Deposits Paid in Full. 


A similar move was started earlier in the 
day by a committee of the Potish Depositors’ 
association, which held a conference with a 
member of the Clearing House association 
relative to the proposition of reconstructing 
the looted institution on the basis that the 
depositors be paid dollar for dollar.

The safe in the Commercial Loan bank, 
852 West Madison street, was robbed of $500 
last evening while several members of the 
family of R. Hirshberg, the owner, were on 
the sidewalk in front of the store.

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and W. A. Monroe being defeated. Now, ac- 
cording to the instructions given by the 
election board, Mr. Kleeman had 66 dele- 
gates, being all there were, and Mr. Monroe 
had 64 Mr. Fitch had 40 and Mr. Ton had 28. 


Jamieson Crowd Reformers. 

In the fifth senatorial convention, repub- 
lican, the old Hyde Park Jamieson forces 
loomed up as reformers, chiefly because as 
reformers they could make trouble. 

L. J. Samuels and James Linden, the can- 
didates who had represented this element 
of the party and who had been defeated by 
W. T. Apmadoc and Theodore K. Long, ap- 
peared, demanding that more than two nomi- 
nations be made. In answer tothis a resolu- 
tion was passed by which the convention 
declared its sense that two nominations and 
no more should be made. 

With this much settled the delegates pro- 
ceeded to ballot on the first place to be filled, 
and gave it to Mr. Apmadoc, who received 
48 votes to 20 for Mr. Long, 4 for Mr. Linden, 
and 8 for Mr. Samuels. A second ballot then 
was taken, which resulted In the nomination 
of Mr. Long by 65 votes, Linden receiving 5 
and Samuels 6. 

After the balloting Clifford Nathan, one 
of the delegates, protested formally against 
Hmiting the nominations to two candidates, 
and when the majority endeavored to place 
his motion to nominate a third on the table. 


Wants Three Nominations. 

The liveliest democratic convention was 
that in the Fourth district, where Michael 
McInerney, representing a decided minority, 
was decidedly in favor of three nominations. 
He got his proposition to a roll call and was 
defeated. While this matter was meeting its 
disposition two of the candidates—George L. 
Reker and George Hilton—became involved 
in a discussion which ended with a blow in 
the face. Reker gave and Hilton received. 
They sparred off and belted at each other 
while the delegates stopped ali other unim- 
portant business to cheer the fighters. 


Police Are Called In. 


Some careless person sent in a call for the 
police and other inconsiderate delegates sep- 
arated the belligerents just as policemen 
from the stockyards station, a half block 
away, came on the scene. Hilton was eject- 
ed from the hall and Reker sprang to the 
platform, endeavoring to get possession of 
the gavel, which happened to be the limb 
of a tree. 

He did not succeed, but gradually the con- 
vention assembled itself in order again, the 
delegates stopped yelling, Hilton came back 
in the hall, and a new start was taken, 

John C, Russell and Hilton were nominated 
and John W. Smith, another of the candi- 
dates, proposes to make this another case for 
the election commissioners. 

I received the popular vote,” he declared, 
“and as most of the people were for me I 
have a right on the ticket.” 

Of the two democratic conventions which 
adjourned until tomorrow without making 
a nomination, the Fifteenth did so to await 
the action of the Fifth congressional conven- 
tion, which will be held on that day.

TION AS COUNTY CHAIRMAN. 


Former Clerk of Probate Court Re- 
named as Head of Republican Or- 
ap hay and William H. Weber. 

s Chosen Secretary to Succeed EB. J. 
Magerstadt — Deneen Easily Con- 
trols Body Which Lorimer Former- 
ly Dominated—New Members. 


James Reddick was reélected chairman of 
the republican county central committee yes- 
terday afternoon by the unanimous vote of 
the committeemen, and in the reorganiza- 
tion of the executive committee Gov.

WITHOUT ARTICLE. 


Spread of the Lithographers’ Strike 
Causes Inability of Big Concerns 
to Handle Fall Rush of Business— 
Goldbeaters Walk Out When In-< 
crease of Wages Is Refused—Team-~ 
ster Seceders Organizse—Young Is 


First Vice President. 


The familiar campaign poster bearing the 
face of the political candidate may be a 
scarce article in the coming campaign owing 
to the spreading of the lithographers’ strike 
yesterday. Many plants where the pictures 
are made have closed down, while others may 
be compelled to do likewise soon. 

The lithographing artists, engravers, and 
designers now are involved along with the 
lithographing printers, who struck Aug. 2 for 
the eight hourday. Lockout notices declar- 
ing for the “open shop’ were posted in the 
big plants in the morning. The men will all 
quit work probably today. 


Lithographing at a Premium. 

Lithographing work accordingly ts placed 
at a premium. Several of the larger houses 
which heretofore have handled most of the 
campaign lithographing are wondering how 
they will be able to handle the rush of busi- 
ness about Oct. 1. 

An additional complication is furnished by 
the lithographers’ union. Political candi- 
dates will discover this when they open their 
mail this morning. They will discover cir- 
cular letters from the union calling their 
attention to the fact that fifteen lithograph- 
ing firms are “fair,”’ while nineteen other 
concerns are “‘ on strike ’’ and therefore ‘‘un- 
fair ’’ to organized labor. The candidates are 
requested in the letters to have their post- 
ers made in the union houses. Otherwise, 
the union suggests, the candidates cannot 
expect the support of the labor vote. 


Gold Leaf Industry Tied Up. 

Another labor trouble tied up the output of 
gold leaf in-every important goldbeating cen- 
ter -in the country. Four thousand gold- 
beaters, it was estimated, walked out when 
refused an increasé in wages from $5.60 to 
$6.40 a day. A number of girls and boys, 
who assemble and cut the “ leaves,”’ went 
out in sympathy. Four large firms in this 
city were compelled to close down.

RAND-M’NALLY TEXTS.

Circular Ia Issued Attacking Concern 
for Charging Chicago Buyers Three 
Cents More than the Price in South- 
ern States—President Ritter Says 
That the Macmillan Company Prob- 
ably Will Net Exuter the Contest 
Again. 


Union. labor took an active hand in the 
school text book fight yesterday, when open 
Warfare was begun against the Rand-Mc- 
Nally company to prevent the readoption of 
the Holton readers by the board of education. 
Posters calling upon the parents of all school 
children to protest against the use of the 
Rand-McNaliy readers in the schools were 
distributed throughout the city and the an- 
nouncement was made in board circles that 
the labor unions had determined to make a 
stand to compel the school board toaward its 
book business to “ fair ’’ firms. 

From the beginning of the book fight in the 
school board it has been charged that the 
labor union element was responsible for it. 
At .the last meeting of the school board 
Trustee George Duddileston asserted that 
Trustee John C. Harding, the labor member 
of the board, had started the book fight be- 
cause he wanted to get the scnool readers 
away from Rand, McNally & Co. 


Charge Oft Repeated. 


Time and again this charge has been re- 
peated and as often as it has been made the 
union labor element in the school board has 
declared that a desire to give the school 
children of Chicago the best text books avail- 
able was the only motive behind their efforts 
to have the Holton readers dropped from the 
list. 

The circulars -which were distributed 
throughout the city during the day put the 
labor unions in another position. The cir- 
culars are addressed ‘“‘ To the Parents of the 
School Children of the City of Chicago.” 
They are a foot wide and two feet long, print- 
en in large, black type. The posters read as 
follows: 

“You are being robbed by the unfair firm 
of Rand, McNally & Co. The Holton Primer, 
which must be used by every child attending 
the first grade in the Chicago public schools, 
cannot be bought in Chicago for lese than 22 
cents. The same book is being sold in the 
state of Alabama and other southern states 
for 19 cents, making a difference of 3 cents 
on every book in favor of other localities as 
against Chicago. This book is printed in 
Chicago by Rand, McNally & Co., and the 
freight and other charges paid by the pub- 
lishers.

The other con- 
cerns against which action is plated 
are the Calumet Elevator company and the 
Central Elevator company, controlled by 
Bartlett, Frazier & Carrington, the Peavey 
Grain company, the Rosenbaum Grain com- 
pany, the South Chicago Elevator company, 
and Keith & Co. 

The moving spirit In both the a 
is John Hill Jr., a board of trade mber, 
who has had many battles in the last twenty 
years with elevator companies alleged to be 
acting adversely to the interests of grain 
producers and the public and in violation of 
the laws. < 


Gives Evidence to Healy. 

Mr. Hill has been presenting evidence to 
State's Attorney Healy for the purpose of 
demonstrating to that official that there is 
probable cause why the Armour Grain com- 
pany should be proceeded against for con- 
tempt of court for violating an injunction 
issued by Judge Tuley ten years ago restrain- 
ing it from dealing in grain passing through 
ite warehouses, He is trying to secure the 
prosecution of both the Armour and the 
other concerns above mentioned for dealing 
in grain in violation of the state law as con- 
strued by the Supreme court nine years ago 
in an opinion upholding the injunction. 

The punishment for contempt rests large w 
in the discretion of the court. If convicted 
of dealing in grain the elevator companies 
eould be deprived of their licenses to do a 
warehouse business. 

Mr. Hill proposes to present all the evi- 
dence he may secure to the interstate com- 
mérce commission and the federal depart- 
ment of justice in order that, if the facts 
will justify it, the elevator companies may 
be prosecuted under the national pent wads 
law. Healso-believés they have agreements 
which make them a trust in violation of the 
state laws. — 


More Trouble for Companies. | 

At the same time that Mr. Hill's activity 
is troubling them, the elevator men are on 
the anxious seat regarding an examination 
of their affairs, which is being conducted 
under the direction of the interstate com- 
merce commission. A short time before the 
adjournment of congress, a resolution pre- 
sented by Senator La Follette of Wisconsin, 
was adopted directing the commission to 
make “a thorough investigation of the ele- 
vator and grain buying and forwarding busi- 
ness of this country to determine to what 
extent special favors have been granted to 
them by the railroad companies,”’ the influ- 
ence which the alleged monopolizing of this 
branch of business has had upon the market, 
and the injury it has worked to the grain 
producers. . 

Ther is good reason to be believe that, in ex- 
ecution of this resolution, the commission 
now has investigators in Chicago seeking 
the required information. : 

The commission has also sent a long cir 
cular letter to the officials of the various 
railways ordering them to send it complete 
information regarding the relations with ele- 
vator companies. All the points relative to 
which the commission desires information 
are fully set forth. . 

Says Companies Violate Law. 

Many changes have occurred in the ele- 
vator business in Chicago since Mr. Hill 
nine years ago carried to a successful issue

The 
Armour Elevator company has the same offi- 
cials. These officials are also the only in- 
diviaual stockholders in the Armour Elevator 
company, the Armour Grain company own- 
ing the rest of the elevator concern’s stock. 
It is therefore contended that the two com- 
panies are substantially one and the same. 


Evade Law by Agreement. 

Tt is also alleged that the six warehouse 
companies which Mr. Hill ie attacking ex- 
change business in such a way as to violate 
the spirit of the state law while obeying its 
letter. They have an agreement, it is as- 
serted, by which each is enabled to house its 
grain im the warehouses of the others at a 
charge of % cent per bushel, and they so 
divide the business that the effect is the 
same as if each housed its own grain. Testi- 
mony of JamesA. Patton of Bartlett, Frazier 
& Carrington and James A. Pettit of the 
Peavey Graim company at the hearing be- 
fore State’s Attorney Healy, regarding the 
manner in which business is exchanged, cer- 
tainly makes this allegation highly colorable. 

Mr. Hill exhibits photographs of two sig- 
nificant receipts, both dated July 26, 1906, 
and each for 5,000 bushels of new oats, one 
having been given by the Armour Elevator 
company to the Peavey Grain company and 
the other by the Peavey Grain company to 
the Armour Elevator company. 


Rate Discussion Up Today. 


There is sure to be an animated discussion 
of grain rates at the meeting of the execu- 
tive committee of the Western Trunk Line 
association in Chicago today. The Wabash 
has announced that the rate of 12% cents 
from Missouri river points to Toledo and 
Detroit, which it made last week, will here- 
after be effective over its lines through Chi- 
cago as well as via St. Louis and Hannibal. 
This makes the rate from the Mississippi 
river via Chicago to Detroit and Toledo 5 
cents—the same as it is from other Missis- 
sippi points oh the Wabash to Detroit and 
Toledo. Meantime the roads east of Chicago 
show no disposition to meet the Wabash’s 
rate, which is effective until Sept. 6 They 
allege it was made in bad faith and will not 
benefit the Chicago market.

J. C. Stubbs, traffic manager of the Harri- 
man lines, yesterday authorized an emphatic 
denial of a report that he was going to quit 
his present position to accept a $70,000a year 
job with an English railway. Mr: Stubbs 
said he was not going to leave the Harriman 
lines “until he was kicked out,” and that 
so far as he knew William Sproule was not 
going to supersede him. Mr. Sproule, ft is 
announced, is to go with some other railway, 
but what one is not stated.

CENSUS TAKER THINKS 40,000 
GRANTED HERE IN 20 YEARS. 


Oscar M. Pond, Who Is in Charge of 
the Clerks Collecting Statistics for 
the Department of Commerce and 
Labor, Declares the Work When 
Completed Will Reveal Many In- 
teresting Sociological Features of 
American Marital Life. 


The work of clerks from the department 
of commerce and labor who are investigating 
the number of divorces sought and granted 
in Cook county will, it is estimate, show that 
fully 40,000 divorce cases have been handied 
in Chicago in twenty years. 

The census of divorce cases and matters 
pertaining to them is in progress all over the 
country but started in the big cities only 
this week. When completed it wil! reveal 
many interesting sociological features of 
American marital life. Oscar M. Pond, a 
former Chicagoan, is in charge of the work 
here. He has thirty clerks assisting him. 

The time covered in this census is from 


ceneus taken here was in 1886, by Col/Ethel- 
bert Stewart, who found that,Cook'county 
had 8,134 cases of this character in the fif- 
teem years preceding the census. The records 
prior to 1871 were destroyed by the fire. 


Names of Persons Not Used. 

“ We expect to find 40,000 divorces here,”’ 
said Mr. Pond, “ but that is a pure guess. 
It may be 55,000 and It may be 50,000, but from 
what we can learn of the divorce courts here 
I think the first figure is a fair estimate.” 

In each case the desired information is se- 
cured from the original papers comparisons 
being made with the entries on the court 
docket. From each case a card is used, on 
which is a printed form containing the list 
of questions which the census bureau wishes 
to know. In no instance are the names of 
the parties to the divorce used, but instead 
the file number of the suit is entered on the 
top of the card and then, In case of a dis- 
crepancy, the papers can be found easily by 
the clerk of the court. The reason for thisis 
that the department does not wish for per- 
sonal information or to stir up any old scan- 
dais. 

Data for Temperance Orators. 

The most suggestive question is No. 12: 
“If not direct was intemperance an indirect 
cause?’ and when the statistics are com- 
pleted it is believed there will be strong 
material for the temperance lecturers. Other 
questions have to do with the dates of mar- 
riage, separation, and filing of petitions; 
where and the number of years married: 
whether husband or wife was Ilibellant; 
whether decree was granted; number of 
years married and of children affected by 
divorce; whether alimony was asked or 
granted; cause and kind of divorce; occupa- 
tion of the parties; and residence of libelee. 

Although the number of clerks assigned to 
the work here is ten or fifteen greater than 
sent to New York, Boston, Philadelphia, or 
any other city, it is expressly denied by Mr. 
Pond that it was because of the larger num- 
ber of cases here. 


Why More Clerks Are Here. 

“In Chicago,” he said, “ we have a differ- 
ent situation with reference to divorce suits 
from elsewhere in that cases may be filed in 
either the Superior or Circuit court, and this 
division of the business entails a greater 
amount of research.” = 

The preceding census brought out some in- 
teresting facts with reference to divorces in 
Chicago and Lllinois. This state stood first 
with 36,072 decrees granted. It was also 
shown that the average number of children 
whose parents sought divorce was three, and 
in one out.of every three cases there were no 
children. Only one in a thousand couples 
living together thirty years asked legal sep- 
aration. Seven times more women than men 
asked for divorces. 

The*dulk of the work in Cook county will 
be completed in two months, when the ma- 
jority of the clerks will either be sent back 
to Washington or to gather statistics e)se- 
where. Several will remain here to complete 
the record up to the end of the calendar year.

Fish and Game Dealers Form 
Association in Chicago to 
Protect Interests. 


,BLOW AIMED AT MURRAY. 


Call for Funds Brings Caustic 
Comment from City’s Chief 
Food Inspector. 


A fight of national scope against the col4 
storage bills that are pending in the various 
large cities and in the legislatures centered 
in Chicago yesterday, ahd opened by the 
organization of the National Poultry and 
Game association, chartered in New York. 

Two hundred delegates from New. York, 
Philadelphia, Boston, St. Louis, and Chicago, 
and other cities, met in the roome of the but- 
ter and egg board, Lake avenue and La Salle 
street, and discussed the objects of the as- 
sociation, which were stated in the abstract 
to be as follows: 

“ Fostering the poultry and game trade; to 
repress abuses relative thereto; to secure 
freedom from unjust and unlawful exactions, 
and to diffuse accurate and reliable informa- 
tion relating thereto; to settle differences and 
to promote an enlarged intercourse, and fo 
do such other lawful acts which may be 
found necessary and convenient.” 


City Officials on the Trail. 

Secretary Pritchard of the board of health 
and Chief Food Inspector P. J. Murray 
smelled a rat in the phrase “ to secure free- 
dom from unjust and unlawful exactions,” 
and decided that the move,was not in the in- 
terests of the cold storage bill which has been 
hanging fire in the city council committee 
for three months. This proved true. 

Harry Dowie of Mount Vernon, N. ¥., who 
was elected president, admitted that the as- 
sociation had a particular object in defeating 
the Chicago cold storage bill: He said other 
bills all over the country needed attention, 
too. 

“ We are in favor of pure food legislation,” 
he said, “but we are agreed that drawn 
chickens are not a good thing for us, and we 
have the best advice to prove that undrawn 
chickens never caused a case of poisoning.” 

“ How are you going to fight it?” 

“ By the ballot. We are going to show the 
lawmakers that we are important and 
amount to something politically.” 

“ Will money be used?” | 

“ No, sir.” m 


Dispute Over Fees. 

Early in the meeting this question of 
finances came up. It was proposed that the 
fees be $25 a year and other assessments 
levied pro rata, as the occasion arose. This 
was not agreed to at once. 

“We don’t want to pay the expenses of 
these New York fellows,” said a Chicago 
member. ‘“* Wedon't need them here either.” 

“This cold storage bill is getting hot,” 
said another Chicago man. “ Wedon’'t want 
it passed. We better get in the wagon.” 

“Well. what are they going to do with 
the money?’ 

“ They will need a legislative board. That 
will cost money.”’ 

Now this conversation was reported to 
Mr. Murray by a spy whom he had placed 
in the meeting. It stirred him considerably. 

“TI knew they would get after me,"’ he 
said. *‘ They knew I was nosing around on 
the renovated butter business. I hate re- 
processed things, and I am going to catch 
some of those smug church members who 
turn out the vile stuff. So they need money, 
do they? Well, they'll have to come strong. 
I'd like to catch them offering it.” 

‘T did not expect the fight from this quar- 
ter,”’ said Mr. Pritchard, “ but I know it has 
taken the cold storage people some time to 
wake up to the fact that this legislation might 
hurt them.”

It has been stated, agaong other things, 
that the presence in thes¢ parts of Sir Frank 
Lascelles was political¥y specially signifi- 
cant. No one is more sufrprised to hear such 
an opinion expressed than the British am- 
bassador to the Ger court. Sir Frank 
is at Homburg solely "to take the annual 
cure, and not at all becfuse King Edward is 
coming here, but being muite near, Sir Frank 
naturally will be at the station to meet his 
sovereign. Ordinary etiquette would demand 
that. 

Another story published in a London paper 
to the effect that Sir frank Lascelles is bus- 
fly engaged making affrangements and prep- 
erations for the king’s atrival has caused 
much amusement. athe British ambassador 
has not had a word tto say or exercised any 
action which could give foundation for such 
an absurd statement, , 

Visit Is Onofficial. 

The visit of King Wdward to Cronberg is 
purely private and ugofficial. Were it other- 
wise the emperor w«guld be accompaniied by 
Prince von Billow of the minister of foreign 
affairs and the king either by Sir Edward 
Grey or Sir Charkws Harding. But their 
majesties are not s@ escorted, and this fact 
emphatically must contredict assertions that 
great political impfirtance attaches to the 
meeting, the view grhich it appears is studi- 
ously encouraged —n certain German quar- 
ters for purposes which it is unnecessary to 
mention. 

The truth is, however, that the visjt has its 
importance as a p@ssible opportunity to es- 
tablish a good derstanding between the 
kaiser and the kiig and of smoothing over 
points in the faggily friction between ihe 
royel uncle and:the imperial nephew. The 
latter is credited with such a desire. King 
Edward on his sidp, tt is said, is most willing 
to throw diplomagic sop to German suscep- 
tibilities, so rufiedjabout a year ago. 


Kaiser Will Meet King. 

The kaiser will arrive late Tuesday after- 
noon at Friedrichgshof and wili meet the king, 
who comes by spex:ial train Wednesday. morn- 
ing at 9:15. Thewe will be no public ceremony 
of any kind. Megmbers of the family, includ- 
ing the duke of {Sparta and Prince Frederick 
Kari of Hesse, will welcome the king at the 
station. Also there wfil be Sir Francis Las- 
celles, Herr Vem Marx Landruth of Ham- 
burg, and Herr won Reichach, master of the 
horse. 

The king and ‘kaiser are to remain closeted 
together until l, o'clock, the luncheon hour, 
after which an mutomobile trip will be made 
to Saalzburg, Where the kaiser has a pet 
hobby, a Romén camp, in which he takes 
interest and dplights in showing to all his 
friends. The cf&AiMp will be reached soon after 
8 o'clock. How the afternoon will be dis- 
posed of is npt settled, but an automobile 
drive probably will be made through the 
beautiful —Taunis woods and hills. Hom- 
burgers, how«dver, hope the king will make a 
long halt here,

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 14.—In view of 
the representations of the foreign mining in- 
terests in the Donets basin with regard to the 
seriousness of the situation at Uzovka and 
elsewhere, the government has erected the 
whole coal and iron disirict affected into a 
special general governorship in order to be 
the better able to control the situation. It 
has taken the unprecedented step of creat- 
ing a special advisery commission of mining 
representatives to act in concert with the 
new official of the district. 

Despite the attempt on the life of the Grand 
Duke Nicholas on Aug. 10 at Kras- 
noye-Selo, the emperor, accompanied by his 
entire family and the major portion of the 
court, has gone to Krasnoye-Selo to spend a 
week at the guards’ camp. 


Suburb of City in Flames. 

NISENI NOVGOROD, Aug. 14.—The sub- 
urb of Gordievka is in flames and the fire is 
spreading, but as yet the great fair build- 
ings are not endangered. It is thought that 
a number of persons have lost their livés 
in the conflagration. One body has been 
found. 


Ninety-eight Perish in Flames. 
SYZRAN, Aug. 14:—Since the fire which de- 
stroyed the greater part of this city July 19, 
ninety-elght persons have been missing, and 
it is thought they have perished in the con- 
flagration and that their bodies were con- 
sumed. According to official figures seven 
persons suspected of incendiarism were killed 
during the progress ofthe fire. 
220,000 Embrace Catholicism. 
MOKILEV, Aug. 14,—Since the publication 
of the decree granting freedom of conscience 
almost 220,000 members of the Orthodox 
church, a majority of whom are peasants.

BUENOS AYRES GREETS ROOT. 


Visitor Escorted to Government House 
for Official Reception and State 
Banquet. 


BUENOS AYRDBS, Aug. 14.—Despite »s 
heavy downpour of rain immense crowds as- 
sembied at the docks this morning to witness 
the arrival of Secretary of State Root and 
his party, who were received by the ministers 
of marine and foreign affairs, accompanied 
by Mr. Beaupre, the American minister, and 
his secretary. 

At 8 o’clock this afternoon Mr. Root was 
conducted to Government house, escorted by 
the Eighth regiment of cavalry, for an offi- 
cial reception by President Alicorta, who for. 
mally returned the secretary's visit at 5 
o'clock. In his conversation with President 
Alcorta, Mr. Root expressed his pleasure at 
the warmth of the reception tendered him 
and his admiration for the city. 

Tonight at 8:30 o’clock Mr, Root and his 
party arrived at Government house for an 
official banquet given by the president, and 
to which the diplomatic corps and high offi- 
cers of state only were invited. 


WOULD DESTROY SHAH’S POWER 


Sweeping Demands of Persia’s Progres- 
sives Leave Crown Merely a 
Figurehead. 


ST PETERSBURG, Aug. 14.—According to 
private advices received here today from 
Teheran the complete demands of the pro- 
gressives far surpass the scope of the re- 
forms proposed by the government. These 
demands involve the practical abolition of 
all the real power of the shah, leaving him 
only a figurehead, and even propose’ the 
abrogation of the so called “ divine law,” 
on which his authority is based. The sweep- 
ing nature of the demands, which, according 
to the advices received here, the shah has 
promised to grant, adds to the skepticism 
with regard to the permanence of the re- 
forms.

CASSEL, Aug. 14.—Hermann Ridder of New

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present age limit of 14 for the employment 
of children is too low. Children 10 years of 
age are permitted to work in the southern 
cotton mills if they have a widowed mother 
or are entirely orphans. In a few states 
there is no limit. In other states the age 
minimum varies a great deal. 

In the most enlightened commonwealths, 
like those of Dlinois, New York, and Massa- 
chusetts, there is a distinction as to. the 
kind of labor and the hours of labor. There 
are certain dangerous and disagreeable 
forms of employment which are prohibited to 
all children under the age of 16 in Illinois, 
but for ordinary factory and department 
store work a child of 14, who may be able 
barely to read and write, possibly not even 
in English, is permitted by law to be em- 
ployed for a period of not more than forty- 
eight hours in every week. 

Figures derived from the examination of 
school children. show that girls and boys 
during the year between the age of l4 and the 
age of 15 grow sometimes as much as six 
inches in height and fifteen or eighteen 
pounds In weight. This ought to be a suf- 
ficient argument to prevent employment of 
children of that age. They ought to have 
their growing time. é 


‘Newsboys Undersized. 


The superintendent of the John Worthy 
echool recently said that the newsboys 
brought to his establishment were at least 
one-third under the normal physical dével- 
opment for their ages. My own investiga- 
tions confirm this in every line of child 
, work. 

Almost all the children who labor are un- 
dersized, they are underdeveloped generally 
from a physical point of view, and there is 
no doubt at all that they are lacking in 
normal mental tralning. 

From the purely physical standpoint we 
must beware lest we assist in the creation of 
a broken down industrial class. This has 
been done in Great Britain, and .notably in 
Glasgow and Edinburgh. The time may 
come when the republic will bitterly regret 
the substitution for the old time stalwart 
American volunteer of an undersized, 
aneemic, illiterate, and listless soldier. 

Even the excellent child labor law of Dlii- 
nois does not go half far enough in the mat- 
ter of education. The same is true of the 
legislation of almost every other state. It 
sounds radical to say it, yet I cannot see 
why in the long run we should not require 
that no child shall go to work until he has 
actually completed the grammar grades of 
the public school, or an equivalent in a pri- 
vate institution. 


Law Eventually Will Do Good, 


% 


At first such a law would provoke an out- 


cry on the ecore of injustice to the parents 
who need the work of their children. In the 
long run it will hurt no one, for it will raise 
the standard of the industria! classes, and it 
will wipe out more needy parents than any- 
thing else that could be devised. Just so 
surely as we raise the educational standard 
of the working classes, just so surely will 
there be fewer parents who have to. depend 
upon the labor of their children. 

So far as regards a physical standard for 
employment, it ought to be insisted upon. 

It would be a simple thing to devise a 
physical culture table which would be ap- 
plied to all conditions of employment. Itis 
easy to see that it requires a boy with much 
greater physical capacity to work in 4@ glass 
factory than in a department store, and 
there are grades in the difficulty as well as 
the dignity of labor which could be and 
should be adjusted to the physical capacity 
of the boy. 

It is not too much to expect that the ideal 
labor law in the near future will provide 
that a boy or girl before being permitted to 
be employed in a particular line of work 
shall have a certain chest development, a 
certain weight, and a certain height to con- 
form to the difficulty of the labor itself. 


Give Children Right to Grow. 


Finally, there comes the question of age, 
which is now made the paramount question. 
The minimum of child labor should be in- 
creased the country over. The childrenshould 
be given the right to grow into normal men 
and women. They cannot possibly do that 
if they are put at hard labor during the 
growing period. 

The newsboy, the district messenger, and 
those children who have the run of the streets 
not only learn a vast amount of iniquity ata 
tender age, but they become accustomed to 
long hours of wakefulness and short hours of 
sleep, and they are notoriously as a clase 
undersized, undeveloped, and uneducated. 

It is not too much to say that for the safety 
of the nation children might fairly be pro- 
hibited from working until they have reached 
the age of 16, and even then that they shall 
not work unless they have actually com- 
pleted the real groundwork of an education 
and also shall be able to demonstrate their 
physical fitness for the work. 

This is radical, but it is reasonable, and the 
sooner the country comes to it the better for

A DOUBLE FARE CONFLICT. 

When a judge of an inferior court 
‘Says a traction company which has been 
‘charging 10 cents has no right to charge 
more than 5, look out for trouble. There 
is an immediate conflict between patrons 
of the road, who sternly refuse to be 
cheated oyt of the nickels a judge has 
said they teed. not pay, and the company, 
which intends to collect its accustomed 
fare until the court of last resort shal! 
have decided against it. As a rule the 
police and other local authorities stand 
‘aside. and watch thie battle, interfering 
only when it gets too heated.- They do 
‘not know what to do. 

The Brooklyn Rapid Transit company 
has been collecting two 5 cent fares for 
-a trip to Coney Island. The right to col- 
lect two fares was disputed and the ques- 
tion got into the courts. Last Saturday 
, the judge who was hearing the case said 
“it was unlawful to charge more than 5 
cents. 
230,000 men and women set out for 
Coney Island, and vast disorder ensued. 
. Many passengers refused to pay the second 
fare and were thrown off the cars. Thecars 
were stalled in lines extending for miles. 
Passengers who paid the second fare did 
mot get the transportation they paid for. 
Occasionally the police arrested an un- 
musnally rough or noisy employé, but that 
“did not relieve the situation materially. 
On Monday there was some rioting, 
though not so. much as on Sunday, and 
when night came the company stopped 
running cars on several lines, thus pre- 
venting. disorder, but inconvenieneing 
the public. 

The company says it still has a right 
to charge the extra fare. The public 
and some officials think it has not. If 
the company is. obstinate there is a long 
war ahead. When conflicts of this kind 
have srisen in «Chicago the companies 
have often surrendered to obstinate pa- 
trons without awaiting the decision of the 
highest court. Legally they were en- 
‘titled to collect the higher fare pending 
the result of the appeal, but they con- 
lauded that it was not expedient to have 
@ row over it. That was politic. 

‘When the Brooklyn judge said that it 
was illegal to charge more than 5 cents 
to Coney Island he should have added for, 
the instruction of the public that his de- 

cision was not final. He should have 
told the public whether his dictum justi- 
fied patrons in refusing to pay the second 
fare and thus running the risk of being 
‘ejected. He might have given a word of 
advice to the police department as to its 
duty in case there should be trouble. He 
did nothing of the kind. He simply 
threw a match into a powder magazine, 
and much suffering ensued.

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“AMERICAN AND BRITISH GUNNERS. 
The proposition of Rear Admiral Brad- 
ford of the Uhited States navy that there 
be a contest in gunnery between picked 
teams selected from the crews of battle- 
ships of the two nations is awakening con- 
siderable interest. The average American 
will not hesitate to claim victory at once; 
the British, on their part, are said to esteem 
lightly the Yankee gunners.

The 
American, so the Englishman says, makes 
his record when the water is smooth and 
everything is favorable to accurary, having 
aiso a larger target than that used by the 
men across the’ sea. Because of these differ- 
ences fh the conditiong of contest the Eng- 
lish believe that victory would easily come 
to them in an international competition. 

These differences of conditions make the 
chances of a satisfactory test unfavorable.

One receiver is enough for the Milwau- 
kee Avenue State bank. The more of them 
there are the greater will be the percentage 
of the assets eaten up by the lawyers and 
court proceedings. It is of the greatest im- 
portange that there should be an early dis- 
tribution of the assets that Stensland failed 
to carry off. Uniess that is done there will 
be acute distress among the smal! business 
men who have money inthe bank. If they 
can get a small dividend in a week or two 
they will be saved from bankruptcy. If 
there is a wrangle over receivers and many 
men are disputing over the remains of the 
bank there will be no dividend for months 
and many worthy men will be driven to the 
wall. 

The thing to be done is to divide what 
money is left among those to whom it be- 
longs as speedily as possible. If that is not 
done there will be many fingere, legal and 
nonlegal, in the pie, and what assets there 
are will melt away. 
picked clean, and the depositors will get 
nothing. There should be but one receiver, 
and he should make quick work of his job. 
The courts should look with an unfriendly 
eye on everything which is. calculated to 
postpone the payment of a dividend. 


STENSLAND AND THE BANKERS. 

There are forty-six banks in this city 
which are not members of the clearing 
house. The banks which do belong to it 
are not legally responsible for the out- 
siders. But they feel that they are mor- 
ally bound to do all they can legitimately 
to uphold the banking reputation of Chi- 
cago and to protect the community as 
far as they can against the confidence 
operators who put the sign “ bank” above 
their doors and solicit the deposits of the 
ignorant and unwary. The banks con- 
for the 
misdeeds of dishonest bankers make 
many of the victims the enemies of all 
banks, but they are not thinking of their 
own interests so much as of those of the 
city and its people. 

The clearing house committee has of- 
fered a reward of $5,000 for the arrest of 
the forger and defaulter, Stensland. The 
associated banks have lost nothing by 
him, but they feel] it their duty to assist 
in bringing to justice one of the blackest 
sheep of the banking fraternity. They 
have, as the clearing house committee 
puts it, “‘a special and peculiar interest 
in securing the conviction and ‘punish- 
ment of persons guilty of forgery, defal- 
eation, and other like crimes, when such 
offenders are Chicago bank officials.” 

The clearing. house committee has un- 
der consideration the annua! examination 
by its officials of banks which are not 
members of the association. It is pro- 
posed that any bank which will not sub- 
mit to the examination shall be -denied 
permission to clear through any of the 
banks which are members. To that Ax- 
tent the objecting banks will be boy- 
cotted. They will be put. on a black list. 
The public will learn which are the out- 
lawed banks and will fight shy of them. 

Any examination which may be made 
by the examiner of the clearing house 
committee will not be a mere form. It 
will not be one of the official kind, war- 
ranted not to detect anything which bank 
officials are anxious should not be brought 
to Might. The clearing house committee 
should adopt the measure it is considering 
and provide additional defense against 
lax or dishonest banking methods. 


THE CRY FOR LABORERS. 


The old ery which has been heard for 
ages calling for laborers is loud and in- 
sistent the year. The fields are white 
for the harvest, but the laborers are few. 
When the ice companies hear complaints 
from their patrons of insufficient deliver- 
ies, one of the excuses given is that it is 
impossible to find men to drive the wag- 
ons. When the railroads are approached 
by would-be shippers they say they are 
shorthanded. From the vineyards of Cal- 
ifornia the demand for helpers is steady, 
agents going to the ports into which im- 
migrants’ come to find people willing to 
make the journey to tlhe coast to find em- 
ployment in a sunny clime like that of the 
former home land. From San Francisco 
the call is just as loud. Laborers are 
wanted everywhere. 

The prophet of discontent does not 
have much ericouragement nowadays. The 
abundant prosperity in almost every 
walk of life leaves him without an occu- 
pation. Wages are good, work is steady, 
crops are huge, transportation lines are 
overcrowded, and there is always a place 
for one who is capable and efficient and 
of sufficient strength to undertake the re- 
sponsibilities of higher position. If any 
one wants this summer it will be his own 
fault. The man who wants work and who 
is willing to work need not be idle a day. 

The situation has its suggestion for the 
laborer that he use this opportunity to lay 
something up for.the possible time of idle- 
ness ahead of him. Even with a million 
immigrants a year it seems impossible 
for employers to get needed help. But 
there is another side, for, if depression 
should succeed the present surprising 
activity, the want will be all the greater 
by contrast, and the added millions mean 
more mouths to feed and more bodies to 
clothe. It is an encouraging feature of 
the situation that so many are making 
their deposits in the savings banks, and 
that the possibilities of an unfavorable 
future are not forgotten in present pros- 


perity.

Capt. Edward Inglefield of the royal navy, 
who has just been appointed to be seoretary 
and manager of that world famed institution 
known as Lloyds in succession to Col. Sir 
Henry Hosier, must not be confounded with 
his brother officer of the same name who is 
fourth sea lord of the admiralty. Capt. Ed- 
ward Inglefield is at the present moment in 
command of the first class cruiser Antrim, 
is a son of the late Admiral! Sir Edward iIn- 
glefield, joined the navy thirty-two years 
ago, served under Lord Wolseley in the Nile 
expedition for the relief of Gordon at Khar- 
tum in 1885, and was first lieutenant of Ad- 
miral Sir George’ Tryon’s ij fated flagship 
Victoria, which, it may be rémembered, was 
sunk by a collision off the coast of Syria and 
went down with the admiral! and all om board 
—nearly 700 officers and men, of whom only 
about a score were picked up afterwards alive 
from the shark infested sea, Edward Ingle- 
fleld being one of them. He spent some time 
as assistant director of the naval intelligence 
department at the admiralty, and is regarded 
as one of the-most brilliant officers of the 
navy, being therefore specially well equipped 
to urMertake the a@ministration of Lloyds. 

Col. Sir Henry Hosier, whose place he 
takes, has held the office of secretary of 
Lioyds over thirty years, has served both in 
the Horse guards and in the Royal artil- 
lery, took part im the first capture of Peking 
and*in the Abyssinian expedition, went 
through the Austro-Prussian war of 1866 as 
special correspondent of the Times and 
through the Franco-German war of 1870 as 
military attaché of the British government 
at the German headquarters. At the close 
of that conflict ‘old Emperor William, after 
obtaining the permission of Queen Victoria, 
conferred upon him the Irom Cross, and he 
enjoys the distinction of being the only man 
in the English army upon whom this distinc- 
tion has ever been bestowed. Sir Henry 
married, in 1878, Lady Blanche Ogtivy, sister 
of the late earl of Airlie, one of whose other 
brothers, the Hon. Lyulph Ogilvy, for years 
has made his home out In Colorado, where he 
has married an American girl, Miss Edith 
Boothroyd. .He went through the Spanish 
war under the American flag, and then, just 
by way of demonstrating the fact that he 


‘had not lost his affection for the land of his 


birth, volunteered for service in South Africa, 
in which his brother, Lord Airlie, was killed.

His real name 
is Ottway Cuffe, and he has a relative, the 
widow of the late Capt. John Ottway Cuffe, 
who has befriended him and who is the wife 
of Cecil Kearney, count by the grace 6f Pope 
Pius IX. and quite an elderly man.

‘PROVIDES CARE FOR 100 CHIL- 


DREN OF THE GHETTO. 


Wew Venture at Henry Booth House 
Is Designed to Give Attention to 
Infants Between the Ages of 2 and 
5 Years Who Practically Have Been 
Crowded Out of Their Mothers’ Af- 
fections by the Coming of Baby 
Brothers and Sisters. 


A hundred creeping, toddling children of 
the Ghetto yesterday entered a large room 
filled with sunshine and toys and blocks. It 
is called the “ maternity school,” and it oc- 
cupies the northwest cofner of Henry Booth 
house, 152 West Fourteenth place. 

The opening of the school marked the es- 
tablishment ef a new relationship between 
the child of the-tenements and the social set- 
tlement—the rel¢tionship of mother to child. 
Although the need for a maternity school 
had been long felt, according to settlement 
workers, never before had an attempt been 

tablish such an institution in the 

districts of Chicago. Only chil- 

oom peretiee the ages Of 2 and 5 years are 
eligible to yembership in the school. 

From early morning until late evening the 
“ mother school” will take care of the 100 
children. They will be fed_by the “ mother 
school,” bathed, kept tidy and clean, taught 
how to play, and instructed in the simpler 
kindergarten games. 

Origin of Maternity School. 

The school was established as a result of 

investigations made by Miss Helen Todd of 

Miss Todd found that 
up .o the time that a child of the Ghetto 
reaches the age of = years it is petted and 
cared for with devotion by its mother. Then 
comes @ younger brother or sister into the 
family, and the mother gives to the new- 
comer all her time and attention. 

“The 2 or 3 year old child is neglected as 
goon as the new baby comes,” declared Mise 
Todd. ‘it is not old enough to geo out of 
doors, and the mother is not able to care for 
it: indoors. Consequently the child practi- 
cally is cast out of the mother heart. There 
is no one to amuse it, no one to play with 
it. Even the older brothers and sisters turn 
from it and take up with the new baby. Sick- 
pess comes and death. 


Children to Be Taught to Play. 

“Tt is for the care of such children as these 
that the maternity school has been estab- 
lished. The neglect at home makes them 
gull, so dull that sometimes it takes months 
to get their minds to acting normally. Here 
in the school we purpose to teach these little 
children how to play; we shall give them the 
most wholesome food—pure sweet snilk and 
guels, and the like. The school will occupy 
the relation of mother to them. 

“J have just returned from an inspection 
of the maternity schools of France, Italy, 
and Germany. The schoo! here will be estab- 
lished along the Mines pager abroad. We 
shall borrow all the best ideas from the 
European schools, and if the plan works out 
successfully other settlements will take up 
this. 2¢w work. We hope for the generous 
support of the public in our new venture.”

CITY TO MAKE ARRESTS TODAY 
FOR ABSENCE OF WIDE TIRES. 


Last Day of Grace Expires and Officials 
Prepare to Get Warrants for Team 
Owners. 


The city today will begin the enforcement 
of the wide tire ordinance, the last day of 
grace for wagon owners having expired yes- 
terday.

& Co. on behalf of the Wide Tire association, 
and Emil C. Wetten, attorney for the team 
owners, was notified Monday that unless im- 
mediate action was taken to secure a judge 
that the city would begin prosecutions fos 
violating the ordinance today. 

* As it would tie up the teaming interests of 
Chicago and delay traffic to stop the wagons 
not equipped with the wide tires, our inspec- 
tors will simply note the violations and when 
we will arrest the owners,”’ Mr. Mathias said 
‘“ Narrow tires rufm the streets, and it is 
time the law was enforced.” 

No word was heard from Mr. Wetten, and 
Supt. Doherty conferred with Chief Collins 
to prepare for the arrests of the violators.

London’s Small Gold Supply. 


The following extract from a London dis- 
patch to New York concerning the gold 
movement is of interest: 

“Your market's power to draw to a sub- 
stantial extent on Europe's gold reserve is 
now fully recogniged, It is also pointed out, 
however, that whatever gold you take from 
us must be obtained on credit. In this re- 
gard the official report on your grain crops, 
while admitted to be excellent, increases the 
fear of a genuine though temporary money 
stringency in New York while the crops are 
being moved. 

“ We cannot conveniently spare more than 
three millions sterling in gold from the Bank 
of England, and that is not much to meet.a 
demand from you, combined with requisi- 
tions from Argentina and possibly from 
Egypt. At the moment, therefore, leading 
financiers of your money market and ours, 
most closely in touch with one another, 
are unitedly endeavoring to prevent the in- 
convenience of gold withdrawals by you 
from London, 

* Yet on.the other hand opinion runs that 
France also will be ready to spare gold only 
in moderate ‘quantities. The large increase, 
as compared with a year ago, in loans at the 
Bank of France ts partly connected with 
operations to finance the last Russian loan.”

By the end of next week the board of review 
will have completed the most important ses- 
sion of that taxing body. Its figures for tax- 
able property found in Cook county will be 
considerably in excess of the figures of the 
board of assessors—something unheard of in 
the history of the county. 

The board of assessors found $330,510,896 
of taxable property in the county. The fig- 
ures placed upon the tax books by the board 
of review probably will exceed this sum by 
more than $5,000,000. Of the total amount of 
taxable property found in the county, Chi- 
cago contributed $305,767,896, or more than 
&5 per cent. 

The chiéf cause of the increase in valua- 
tions this year is the finding of the untaxed 
property in the Marshall Field estate, which 
added $130,000,000 to the lists for the year, an 
increase in this item alone of $127,500,000 over 
the previous year. 


Valuation of the Subway. 

Although the board has not announced its 
Gecision regarding the Illinois Tunnel case, 

. ¢te members practically have decided to place 
‘the valuation of the company’s real estate 
holdings at $7,000,000. 

The question as to how to tax buildings 
in the course of construction was settled by 
the board by taxing the American Trust and 
Savings bank upon the amount of money 
spent up to Apri] 1 on the building now in 
the course of construction at Monroe and 
Clark. streets. The architect produced fig- 
ures to show that the assessment, upon this 
basis, should be $620,325, instead of $990,000, 
as stipulated by the board of assessors. The 
reduced figure was accepted by the review- 
ers. 


Heyworth Building Taxes Cut. 

The assessment of $1,523,000 on the Hey- 
worth building, Madison street and Wabash 
avenue, was reduced to $1,100,000 upon com- 
plaint of Otto Young. The land valuation 
was placed at $720,000. The Association
